As of March 25, 
however, the fund owed $17 
million which has not been 
repaid. By April 23, the fund 
will have a cash deficit of 
about $30 million, and will 
end this year with an esti¬ 
mated cash deficit of $22 
million, unless corrective ac¬ 
tion is taken. 

Tiehurg’s action will not 
eliminate the need for the 
di.sability fund to borrow 
after 1965.

Once again, a bill has been introduced in congress 
to create a Federal Office of Consumers. Its announced 
purpose is to “secure within the Federal Government ef¬ 
fective representation of the economic interests of con¬ 
sumers.” 

The same measure has been offered twice before, with¬ 
out result. And one can hope that the same thing will 
happen this time. 

The trouble with all such proposals, well-meant as 
they may be, is that they are based on the premise that 
a faceless bureaucracy can be trusted to do what is good 
for us, and that the average consumer is sornething of a 
nitwit- who is endlessly entrapped and exploited by con¬ 
scienceless manufacturers, processors, packagers, retailers 
and all others involved. The also-proposed federal packag¬ 
ing and labeling law are examples of this thinking. They 
ignore the fact that existing legislation of long standing, 
state and local as well as federal, provides adequate and 
effective protection from the buyer-beware element.
